CCC  bulk  purchases  during  Calendar  Year  1962  were  made  pursuant  to  Announcement 
LD-34  and  totaled  856,396,152  pounds  of  spray  and  431,100  pounds  of  roller. 

Spray  bulk  purchases  include  819,010,092  pounds  packed  in  multiwall  bags  and  also 
37,386,060  pounds  packed  in  drums  purchased  on  a  competitive  bid  basis  at  eastern, 
midwestern  and  western  plants.  The  spray  purchased  in  drums  ’was  at  prices  ranging 
from  .90  to  1.10  cent  per  pound  above  the  price  for  spray  milk  packed  in  multiwall 
bags.
